A. S. Abell, a well known Efflti- 


morean, proprietor of The Suni has 
pitched liia tent here for the summer, 
wtere he has passed this, season for 
many years. Now past 70, he is reputed 
to be the riphegt newspaper man in the 
republic, -his fortune feeing estimated at 
$18,000,000. He looks as hale and-vig- 
orous as he did twenty-flye years ago, 
though he has always been ti hard 
worker. Entirely self-made and a;prac- 
tical printer, he is the last of the'three 
partners, 
Abell,- Swain 
Simmons, 


who once owned The Philadelphia; Pub- 
lic Ledger and The Baltimore iSun. 
Swain, who. died long ago, was the 
manager of The Ledger, and sold the 
paper to George W. Childs.

Childs, a native Pennsylvanian,i went 


to Philadelphia a poor boy, andigot a 
situation in a book store. After four 
or five years he set up at 19 a periodical 
agency of his own in the old Ledger of- 
fice. He told his landlord, Swain, one 
day, that he intended to own the Ledger 
himself some time. The prosperous 
proprietor laughed, and asked the lad 
how many years he intended to live. 
"Long enough," was the answer, "to 
buy die Ledger. See if my words prove 
not a prophecy."

Childs was very industrious, ener- 


getic, shrewd, and soon became a pub- 
lisher of books, extending his business 
until he amassed a fortune. 
He : then 


called on Swain and asked him if he re- 
membered what the "lad hod told him 
sixteen years befere. "I am now* pre- 
pared to make my prediction good. If 
you won't sell at present I can wait; but 
I am bound to have the Le4ger." 
Swain, who was getting tired of: pub- 
lishing the paper, having lost $1,50,000 
by obstinately keeping the price at 1 
cent after everything had advanced, was 
finally induced to part with it, and 
Childs became, nearly nineteen years 
ago, proprietor of the Ledger. 


THE 
CUKE 
OF 
CONSUMPTION. 


Dr. Felix Oswald says that consump- 


tion is more easily cured than any other 
chronic disease. The population living 
at an elevation of 4,000 feet above the 
'sea level have been shown to be quite 
free from consumption. What the doc- 
tor calls "indigestion of respiration" is 
bred by humid climates and stagnant 
air. He believes in the theory of the 
German Dr. Koch that parasites are a 
phase of the disease, but maintains that 
their appearance does not amount to a 
death sentence. "Cease to feed the 
lungs with aziotic gases," he says "and 
Dr. Koch's animalcula will starve and 
disappear." He claims that all except 
the last stages of consumption can be 
subdued by outdoor exercise. He con- 
demns the night air superstitions, and 
recommends .mountain excursions, even 
to the extent of a three-month's tour 
-under the disadvantages of insufficient 
clothing and protracted fasts, as certain 
to effect a cure in a majority of cases. 
He points out malnutrition of the lungs 
as one of the primary causes of con- 
sumption,' and suggests fatty substances 
end sweet cream as the best lung food. 
-A vocal effort, he says, does not injure 
the respiratory organs; on the contrary 
it strengthens them, and he thinks that 
consumptivesshould envy cattle drivers, 
"whose business gives them a plausible 
pretext for yelling." Too many clothes 
he considers hurtful, whereby the per- 
spiration is forced back upon the body, 
and the lungs have to do double work.

HE BUILT A HOTEL 
HIMSELF. 


The Hotel Kaaterskill, says-a writer 


in The New Tork World, is. a new ho- 
tel, the work of Mr,'George Harding, a 
Philadelphia lawyer. Three years ago

climber. How he came to build it is a 
good story, even if it is true. 


He was visiting with his family an-

The table was 
good or poor, as suited his pocket or 
his convenience, for hotel-keepers in 
the Catskills draw their supplies from 
the city, and even in the census year 
had to "team" seventeen miles: When 
boarders complained the host would 
tell them that they "didn't pay for their 
feed; that he gave them that. What 
they paid for was the mountain air. If 
they didn't like the price they could go 
to some other hotel." 


One- day Mr. Harding's invalid 


daughter thought she would like some 
broiled chicken for breakfast, and her 
father asked the waiter if it could not 
be obtained—for a consideration. The 
horrified waiter ran instantly to his 
employer, who came in hot haste to 
"sit down" on his presumptuous guest. 
To his insolent refusal to furnish any- 
thing more than already provided, and 
his caustic advice.to find another hotel 
if that didn't suit, Mr. Harding quietly 
replied that he would build a hotel 
where guests could get what they 
wanted by paying for it, and the moun- 
tain air would not be charged for. 


The Hotel Kaaterskill was built in 


100 days after the road had been made 
to the top of the mountain, a task 
which engineers gave up as impossible, 
and "mountain men" finally were called 
in to make. It is said that when the 
checks came in thick and fast to pay 
for the work the Catskill bank tele- 
graphed to a Philadelphia bank for ad- 
vice. The reply was: "Cash for us 
George Harding's checks up to $11,- 
000,000, and then advise us." 
', With a capital like this to draw 
upon, and a purpose to serve beyond 
money-getting, it is unnecessary to say 
that the hotel is one of the finest in the 
world, with every comfort and conve- 
nience that money can secure.
